On Saturday thore 
wero .catgo boats. alongside, The reason 
why I took up there.orticles was because I 
bolieved they wero to be used in fitting up 
the vessel to carry: emigrants. All these 
things were adapted for use. on - board 
emigrant ships, : 

You told usyou had information’ about 
the Zetartes ‘bofore her arrival from 
Saigon']—Yos. 1 know the agénts: wore 
Sietnsson and Co. I.djd not know the 
charterer was Mr Benavides. , [t waa in my 
mind that she was to ahip coolies for Brazil, « 
I first wont on board the Tetartos at 1 p.m, 
on Saturday, 22nd July. X sow without 
examination a considerable quantity of 
timber ’twaen decks, Cargo was: being 
taken on board. I inapectod tho cargo 
boot, from which bags of peas and beans 
were boing taken on board tha steamer. 

‘Ae Assistant Harbour ‘Master don’t you 
know that this vossel had. just come of a 
charter to Chinese under which she. was 
carrying Chineso passengera?—The trip 
before she took ahout 200 passongors to 
Ssigon. Tsaw two rice paus fixed up on 
deck. I was told by tho supercarge thot 
these pans were not used for the Chinéso 
passengers, ‘ 

Have you no record in your offica of the 
number of passengers this ship brought 
from Saigon }—Yes. I havo o list’ hero. 
During tho greater part ‘of the Saturday it 
was raining heavily. I don't. think that 
mould account for the cargo being ehovod 
into thé handiest place. They did; not 
york but betwaen showers. Isao from my 
list that the Tetartos brought up 160 pass:

by His Lordship—The captain and the 
mate wore on board but did not accompany 
us whilo Capt. Hastings and I mado our 
inspoction, They were on deck. Most of 
the things were brought on deck, but not 
all. The caplain and the mate saw what 
was brought on deck, We brought up 
yome specimens of each gort of the wood. 
The captain saw thom and told me half o 
dozen times he did not know they wero on 
hoard, Ble aaid ‘Yes; I can see they are 
fittings, I knew that some wood was 
coming on board, but I did not know it was 
this kind or J would have stopped them, 
from putting it on board. Ho ssid the 
samo thing as to the steam rico boilera. 
‘Tf Tam aaked,’ ho eid 'T must say these 
are fittings. ‘'here is no doubt they are.” 

In your presence was any of the fittings 
claimed as bolonging to the ehip?—No ; 
none, 

The Court adjourned for tifttn.

Cross-examined—Do you remember on 
the Saturdsy night some rice pons and 
bricks used in the. previous voyago' being 
taken out of the ship by the Nam Wo/— 
No. I know the ship was chartered on 
the previous voyage to the Nam Wo. And

teken away. E don’t know about rice pans 
and bricks in. particular, -Thore were no 
rica pans and bricks left from the previous 
voy! 
turday, 22nd July. [left herat six o'clock

Wore there atill cargo boats alongside ?-- 
Kono. 

Did cargo come from other shops in 
Hongkong besides the Nam Wo when you 
wore on board ?—No ; oxeept goods of ous- 
tomers of tho Nam Wo for which shipping 
orders ware furnished by the Nam Wo. 
The Nam Wo had a little quantity of goods 
of their own on board. ‘Tho greater por- 
tion of tha cargo came from customora.

T Shek Hang, the Ma Chin of the Nam 
‘Wo abop, atated—I signed tho sub-charter- 
party. Tho ship, was to leave Hongkong 
not later than six o'clock on Monday, 24th 
July, according to the charter party. At 
the time the charter was sottlod I was told 
by Mr Ray some wood was to be put on 
board. I agreed to that. [ have seen Be 
Benavides before, but I did not know his 
name, Our ebarter was to take the vessel 
down to Singzpora only. I do not know 
if there was another cbarter to tako effect 
after teaving Singspore. 

What was it Mr Ray, the broker of the 
ship, said about the wood ?~He anid sowe- 
thing about some wood and planks and 
nome coal.

And you bad tho previous charter of the 
Tetartos from Saigon to Hongkong t~I had 
a monthly chatter for five months. 

When the pravious charter terminated 
everything Was taken on shore was it not? 
—Some things were. Ido not know what 
they wero. My men will know what was 
brought ashore. Cheung Tso will know. 
He is on board a ship in the Barkoue. 

Oross-examincd—-The last voyage was 
from Hongkong to Saigon and back with 
passengers aud cargo. The cargo from 
Saigon was out of the vessel on 19th or 
20th July. 1 re-chartered her on 20th 
July. 

Did not your old supercargoes who came 
from Saigon remain on board {—Some were 
tha same. 

How mapy Chinese bad you on board 
when she camo from Saigon with 200 
passengers 1—Oue supercargo and three or 
four cooks. 

Was there a cooking place built up with 
bricks and rice paus on the dock for these 
passengers ?—Yes. 

Wore they taken away after tho ship’s 
arrival from Saigon |—Yes. 

Were they vot kept on board for the 
voyage to Singapore to cook fur tho peo- 
ple you had on board }—Thoy did not re- 
ranin on board, I knew when FE went off on 
Sunday that the ship was drrested wud I 
could not pubin cargo, There wore 20 or 
30 boatlosds remaining to be taken ov 
bonrd, That would be 699 or 700 tons. 
About 2300 or 2400 tous had been taken 
on board, 

Did the police or anybody make in- 
quiry from you 98 to where this ship was 
going ?—No. 

Ro-ezaminod—When the vessel arrived

E. Constant Ray, ship and abaro broker, 
stuted-—T negotiated the charter for the Nam 
Wo for the Tetartos to go to Singapore.

My inten- 
tion is to promote emigration from China 
to Brazil. I believe if it could be pro- 
moted it would bea good thing for both 
countries. I met Mr Hay sometimes hore. 
J made a charter in Macao, and no other 
since 1 came here. I signed the charter in 
Macao. I go very often to Macao as I 
have an office thero, On one occasion I 
mot Captain Breitung on board the steamer 
with my assistant Mr Lavandeira. Mr 
Lavaniira is an American citizen, He 
camo with me as I do not speak English 
very wall. I never had any conversation 
with Mr Ray about the charter signed by 
me. The chartor of the Tetartos was by 
the month. I intended to send her to 
Saigon, Rangoon or Japan, wherever I 
could get rico cheapest. 

Had you arranged for the steamer to go 
up from Singapore to Bangkok j—I left 
that to Mr Luvandeira. 

Where does he reside {—He must be in 
Bangkok just now. 

Did you not intend to take the ship from 
Macao to Brazil whenever you got enough 
of omigrante to go to Brazil 7—I wanted to 
get rice fitet.

Bis Lordship said the request was rea- 
sonable. 

As no Spanish interpreter was forth- 
coming Mr Benavides’ examination was 
adjourned. 

Heinrich Hoppius stated—~T am partner in 
Messre Siewisen & Oc. They are agents 
for the owners of the steamer Tetartos. 
I know the charter of June 28 waa signed 
in JMacao. I know its terms before it 
was signed, I was a party to ita being ar- 
rangod. 1 told Capt. Breitung it would be 
better to get it signed in Macao than here. 
I thaught it would have been quite legal to 
sign ithere. It was written ont horo, 

Why cogld it not be signed here if it 
could be done here?—I was told by my 
legal sdviver it would be # legal document 
if ‘signed in Macao, 1 did not kaow the 
terms of the Chinese Emigration Act. I 
did not got an alteration mado in the Act 
some years ago. Ido not know what was 
the Emigration law of 1874 I did not 
write a lot of Jetters about ac emigration 
steamer—it was a sailing ebip, tho Jacobin. 
I know Mr Benavides was an emigration 
agent promoting Chinese emigration to 
Brazil. 


Did you expect that Mr Benavides would 
take the ship shortly from Macao to Brazil 
with emigrants 1--Yos,. I never spoke 1o 
Mr Benavides in my life. Imet Mr Lavan. 
deira. Ho told mo the vessel was wanted 
to take Chinese emigrants to Brazil. 


Did you at all expect thot the charterer 
would ‘use the vessel for short voyages on 
the coast 7—I expoct him to go to Singapore 
and go to Rangoon or Bangkok for rice 
and back to Macao. 

Why was anything said in the charter par- 
ty about 15 days unless she was going, B00R 
to Macao i—At that time I don't think it 
was intended she should go to Singapore 
first, The object of the charter was to get 
all tha money -paid in advance. It would 
not be possible for the ship to go from 
Hongkong to Singapore and ‘back to Mac 1 
in 16, days, It would. take bee ot least 
a mocth if she wont to Bangkok to load 
rise, Mr Benavides would get the money 
for the aub-charter. \ 

Did you or your owners put anything on 
Doard for the voyage down to Siugapore 7— 
Notbing. I would not. have ‘thonght it 
proper to put these things on board. T do 
not think they would be necessary for a 
vessel going down to Singapore without emi- 
grants. Ido not know who put those things 
on board. The Jacobian was arrested, and 
eho was released the came night upon my 


giving « bond that she was not to go on any 
Bimilar Voyage. , i 

Your attention was specially called to 
this Emigration Law at that time ?—I was 
advised to sign the bond by Mr Russoll,: 
than Attornoy Goneral. he bond was 
returned to me within throa months. . 

Cross-examined—I wasin Hongkong in 
1800 when tho Amigo took Chinese pas- 
sengers to Mexico. & knew that‘she waa 
pormitted to go ty Macao té take coolies 
for Mexico. I know of othor vessels going 
to Macao to ship emigrants to Africa and 
elsewhere. Many ships went to Swatow 
to take covlies to Deli. . : 

Was the impression oo your mind that 
foreign veasols might be Iawiully chartered 
hero to go to Deli forcoolies 40 long as thoy 
wan not fitted up hore for emigration pur- 
posos 1—Yes, . ‘ 

‘His Lordship--Yos ; that may be so un- 
der Section 3. 

Some argument ensued between Mr 
Francis and Ais Lordship about the answer 
givon by Capt. Rumsey in 1890 toa com- 
munication from Mr G. R. Stevens with 


rogard to the Amigo going to Macao to take 
a cargo of coolies to the West coast of 
Mexico. - 

Wiiness (continuing)—I was under the 
impression that so long as the charter 
party was signed in Macao no offence 
was dono, I went to Mr Wotton as I 
was pot sure, and he -caid I could 
sign it in Hongkong, but he said a 
émart lawyer might find cut that emigration 
was vot allowed from Hongkong and that 
the charter party was not, therefore, a legal 
document, if I wiahed to uso it in onother 
country (Inughtor}.

Se had $8000 be- 
fore going to Macao to prevent tiie foreclos- 
ing of the ship with other people. Ewastold 
the ship was going down to Singapore. It 
wasin Mr Benavides” power not to send her 
to Brazil, but to use her for thres montha 
on the coast. 

When did you telegraph to the owners 
that the charters were clused +—Aftet Capt. 
Breitung returaed from Macao, I had 
telegraphed ten days before that tmattors

had been arranged aubject to the captain’s 
approval. Before signing the charter party 
I said it mast be understood sho was: not to 
fit out here. X made tho stipulation with 
the broker, Mr Ray, and Mr Benavides. 

His Lordship—Cau you tell me when 
that was stated—it is not in the 
charter party although the word stipula- 
tion was used?—Jt was stated in Juno 
when Mr Ray first asked tho 
starmor. 

Re-oxamined—I have got $16,000. 

Did Shewan apd Oo. xuarantes Mr 
Bonavides?—No. I was to got the full 
amount of money in advance. I had got 
$16,000, and before the captain signed the 
bills of fading I would have got the other 
$16,000. 

The Attorney General—That’s sll right. 
There is some rumour to that effect about 
guarantees, and it ia satisfactorily cleared 
up. 

Mr Benavides (rocalled and rosworn) 
atated—Thea money from’ the Nam Wo 
churter was to go into my pocket. I have 
never been on board the Tetartos. 

Witness denied any knowledge of tho 
reservation of space on board for tbo 
voyage to Singapore. He know nothiog 
about what was put on board. He 
got no money for anything thot was 
put on board. He know nothiog about 
any ptepared timber, rice pans oF 
bricks being put on board unti) the steamer 
was arrested. Hedoclined to say what bank 
ha dealt with. On being asked by 
his Lordship to say whether his objection 
to answer was due to a fear of incriminat- 
ing himsclf the witness snid he had an 
account with the (hartered Bank. 

At this point the caso was adjourned till 
10.30 tu-morrow.

SILVER’S POSITION IN CHINA AND 
JAPAN, 

In the course of a letter on this subject to 
the N.-C.Daily News Mr W. 3. Wetmore 
says:— 

ho element, which will have an important 
beating on the fature of silver, is the fact 
that, in the opinion of many eminent geolo- 
gists in tho United States, the most im- 
portant silver lodee in existence have already 
been discovered, and many worked out; and 
though doubtless others will in course of 
timo come to light, if inducement offers to 
seek for them, it ia not expected that, nuder 
the most favourable cironmstances, future 
diecoveries will rival those of the past, 
either is number or richness. 

The great silver fields of tho world they 
say *havebeen the Cordilleras of the two 
Amorioas,’ Those iu South Amorica and 
Mexico have been largely exhausted, whole 
onteful prospecting over the whole area con- 
tained in the United States has failed, thus 
far, to diecluse any sew lodes ot promise 
excepting those that have recently been 
workiog, and most of which are, as we 
have heard, now closed. 

There are strong reasons, therefore, for 
believing that the supply will fall off eves 


more rapidly than the demand, and then a: 


re-action must set in; for though the mints 
of the world may be closed to free coinage 
of silver a large quantity will still be re- 
quired for ourrenoy purposes for many years 
to come at least. The stock of silver, for 
monetary purposes, in the world, js proba- 
bly not less than £660,600,000, so that the 
average annual ontput, for the laet three 
years, would not be moro than 3} per cent. 
on this amount and would not probably add 
more than 1} per cent. to the currency; any 
material curtailment in the supply: therefore 
will leave barely enough to make good the 
loss by wear and tear, and suchinorensein snb- 
sidiary coinage as may be required in diffe- 
Tent ‘countries from time to time, to sa 
Rothing of the demand for the arts, which is 
eertain to be stimulated by the lower gold 
cost of the metal, -. - 

‘It is a mistake to suppose that silver can 
be produced for almost nothing. It is a 
metal that ie not found, as gold often is, 
ov the surface, and in the sands of old river 
beds. It exists solely in the roeks, and 
can only be recovered by expensive mining 
operations. In some instances, it is true 
{t can be produced at a low cost, when 
found in rich veins, or associated with lend 
or gold; but these are exdeptional onses, 
and the actual average cost of producing 
the metal ie, probably, very considerably 
above the present market price, asis attested 
by the closing of many mivets, Hitherto 
many owners have, asis well known, been 
selling their product at a loss, not being 
willing to sacrifice thelr properties as long 
as thera .was the chance -of having prices 
rajsed by legislation, and ever buoyed up by 
the hope of coming upon * bonanzas.’. But 
now, donbtleas al] mines that were losing, 
and many that. were paying stuall profits, as 
well, have heen closed, und the ownera of 
those that can afford to gv on will probably 
tauke the most. of the eituution, aad take 
advantoge of the first tra of the tide to force 
up prices. to the utmost of their ability. 

It is therefore probable that, after the 
pretty severe crisis which is likely to follow 
the recent legislation in India and tha’ 
repeal of the Sherman Act—should that 


measure be pasted’ by tho. 0.8, Congress 
—a- reagtion qill set in, and silver will 


graduatly, perhaps rapidly, be rchal 

fated, until: it reaches at least, as. high 
n level as, it ocoupied before the closing of 
tha Indian mints to free coinage.

to the rapid. appreciation of gold. Now, 
however, the’ point may have beon reached 
when further adverse legiclation will begin 
to tell on silver, and cause an actual declins 
for a time, in the yalue of thet motel, but 
ia difficult to sea how China and Japan— 
auch purely monometallic silver countries 
oan be materially prejudiced if at, all by. 
any decline. that- ts: likely to take place, 
Tho ad-oalled depreciation has, thus fat,, re- 
sulted in bringing down the gold price of 
silver to 32 -pence per ounce, and, yet, 00 
signs of monetary disturbasce are seen 
among the Chinese, or in native trade... The 
atorm rages without, and, while banks and 
factories and industrial undertakings ure 
failing, aud land, shares, and all personal 
property are deolining in the gold standard 
countries, hore things remain as stable aa if 
‘founded on a rock. Suppose the worst 
happens and silver really declines 15 to 20 
per cent? There wil bea gradual rise in 
the value of property, and in the cost of 
living, but, so alow as scarcely to be percop- 
tible. The export trade should be stimu- 
lated, and hearts of producers made glad, a8 
other things being equal, they will get 
better prices for their tea, silk, rice, wheat 
and al] other ‘productions of the soil and of 
manufacture; gold, too, svill bring higher 
and higher prices, and every nook aud 
‘corner of the ‘Empire will be eeurched 
for supplies, Imports will he ohecked, 
as tho low rate of sterling exchange 
will limit the operations of shipper: hithor, 
and, thus, a balance of trade will be esta. 
blished in favour of China, which will cause 
a flow of silver to this coustry, where 
it ia very much wanted, and will be absorb- 
ed like tain falling om a parched soil ; and 
in this way, China will contribute, her,| 
share to the re-action that is ocrlain to eet 
in. Now would be China’s opportunity to 
establish factories for the manufacture of 
cotton, and woollen gocds, and everything 
that is made of iron, and steel, as abe has 
abundant raw materials for all these aod 
many other things, that she now importe, 
But China is not prepared, I fear, to grasp 
the opportunity, an she is too slow to 
appreciate the chance and turn it to good 
account, On the other hand Japan is pre- 
pared. She has, long since, taken the ini- 
tiative, aud hae now ber factories and rnil- 
ways under full headway, and all the ele. 
menta that favour China, in this connection, 
favour her to an equal, if not greater degree, 
Why, therefore, should she propose to undo 
all that she has done and burden herself

Tau, « village two. miles from tho Ous- 
tom Houso, Pagoda Anchorage, whereby 
three men were killed and a little boy dan- 
gerously injured; A. rich farmer’ was the 
unlucky possessor of a shall, a souvenir of 
the bombardment of -'@4 by our friends 
from sunny nco, Ho was nssisted by 
two coolies, in extracting the powder, and 
had reached the bottom ‘of the shell where 
part of its contents had become a hard 
cake, and required’tho uso of s hammer 
and bar of iron, , About thirty people were 
Watching the operations, from outaide the 
aportmont in which they were: going on, 
when by a mercifol interposition of pro- 
vidence a shower of rain threatened, the, 
crowd ran away to got in the clothes and 
an Tro minutes later the sholl explod- 
ed. 

There can be no doubt the blows caused 
the explosion. Two of tha mon were killed 
on tho spot, while the third man lingered 
only a short time, “Tho boy, @ little chap 
of eight years, ia rather badly injured, 
having received a deep disgonal gash in the 
left groin, a compound fracture in the left 
arm, and the fleshy part of the hand nearly 
torn off, while a slight wound waa inflicted 
on tho forehead. 

Immediately after the explosion Dr Un- 
derwood was sont for, and proceéded at 
once in company with Mr Nelson in the 
Custome ‘gig.’ On arriving, the doctor did all 
that was in his powor for the dyiag man and 
little boy. The bodies were mutilated in 
a frightful manner, one being unrecognisa- 
ble, and with a leg blown clean off; the 
other bad both logs gono, and as yot none 
have been found. 

Tho third man’ succumbed shortly 
after, to a general mutilation and loss of 
blood. The boy waa taken to the hospital; 
whero Dr. Underwood bas him under hia 
care, I saw the liftle man at the hospital, 
and was very much aurprised at his patienco, 
fle ia, notwithstanding his injuries, pro- 
gressing favourably under the akilfal hand 
of the Customs doctor. 

From the rosult it {s evident the shell 
contsinad dynamite, since the sides of the 
room were blown cleau out aud the floor 
shattered, while the roof remained intact. 
John Chinaman is as eager aa aver to 
obtain Foreign gunpowder which these 
shells contain, aud seems regardless of the 
repeated ‘warnings of o similar nature, to 
be more careful with these dangerous 
weapons of warfare: A demonstration of 
Chinese custom was that the doctor was 
compelled to see the lifeless bodies before 
he Was permitted to attend to the wounded, 
whore his immediate assistance waa ro- 
quired. On requosting tho neighbours to 
take the bodies into a house he was told 
‘Dead man no go hause;’ so there the 
bodiew had to remain until coffins wero 
procured. From time tq time these shells 
have been picked mp, and no doubt there 
are many more still to bo found. It would 
be well if some woans could be employed 
to secure them, after being found, from 
doing their untimely and deadly work.

THE CHINESE IN AMERICA AND 
THE SILVER QUESTION. | 


Even the Chinese, says.the Sen Francisco 
Chronicle, have been inooulated with the 

revailing suspicion of silver, and abandon- 
lng a time-honored custom, are now hoard. 
their savings in gold. 

Caucasians who have been been long asso- 
ciated with the Chinesd in a business way 
and are on familiar fcotiog with them de- 
clare that this change in babit hes oocur- 
red since India demonetized the white 
metal and sent it kiting downward. 
There is no shrawder or thrifticr race {han 
tho Chinese. They ore far-secing, patient 
and clever business man, and watch the 
markets as closely as the white mao. The 
silver they bave been saving bas beon 
wholly for export, and really meant just co 
much bullion to them. It was regu- 
larly sent_to China and‘ stored there ot in- 
vested, Tho sharp deoline in the price of 
the metal has alarmed the heathen, and he 
is exchanging his hoardings in it for 
gold. Naturally he does not like gald o8 
well as silyer, but he realizes how he may 
suffer loss if thera should be the same 
shrinkage the world over, 

‘Tho Chinese are naturelly silver men,’ 
said a gentleman thoroughly frmiliar with 
their business habits to a Chronicle re- 
porter yesterday. ‘Their sovings are 
generally sont to China in that metal, 
Living in that. country ts a0. cheap that the 
great demand is for cheap monsy—ooins of 
the lowest possible donomination, Then a 
thousand dailars rn silver makes a good sized 
pile and the hoarders like to look at it, 
That much money means a competence for 
them in their country, They can live on 
that sam in comfort and comparative laxru- 
ry. You oan therefore readily exe how far 
adoilar must goin China and how usolens 
and inconvenient a larger coin would be. 

‘Why, they have copper coins over there 
that run as low in value as onc-tenth of a 
cent in our syatem, or L000 of them to BL. 
I presume this is why they prefer silver to 
gold and haye heretofora shipped their. sav- 
ings in that metal almost exclusively, when 
they did not avail themselves of exchange, 
as tew do, Then, too, thoir carnings ara in 
themain paid in silver, and they are given 
to holding on to what they earn very “much 
in the kind received, They do uot avail 
themselves of tanks to any extent, in which 
they: differ from the Japanese, who have 
established. a back here, though there are 
only ono-cighth as mauy of them aa there 
are Chinese. 

*They like the jingle of silver all right 
enough,’ continued -this gentleman, ‘but 
they aro just as quick on the trigger in a 
commercial way as the American, When 
they saw the silvor dollar quoted at 60 cents 


este Heaven on behalf of onr follow-Mis- 
sionaries whoze lives and prorerty seom 50 
mercilessly at the hands of such unjust 
authorities and treacherons people.
